The sum of $202,579.48 was ex­ 
pended during tlu* year just closed in 
i» «looming gravel road bonds

There is a balance in this fund of

Last year a balance of $8,958.38 
was carried over from 1922 and «lur­ 
ing- the past year there has b»*en rc- 
c«*!v«*«l from, taxes levied for gravel 
road bonds mletnption and interest 
«m tin* bonds, tiie sum of $201,423.18. 
Thi- made the t«*!al receipts for

In this connection ,the rejiort also 
shows that the county spent $54,095.- 
39 last year in maintaining its roads. 
This money was «lrawn from the gra- 
\«‘l r«»ad repair fand, which is raised 
1>\ a special tax levy for this purpose 
La<t year tin* levy was 12 cents on 
tin* hundred dollars and this year it 
is ten cents. 


In this fund there was a balance 
of $9,490.14 at the beginning of the 
Iasi year and receipts «luring

With 
expenditures of $54,095.39 during the 
year, there is a balance to begin the 
new y«*ar with, of $20,011.

the manufacturers ¿of agricultural 
implements and ill the greatly 
in­ 
creased -ales of the large mail order 
houses. 
This is undoubtedly good evidence 
but it must be remembered that the 
increase in the r e c e i p t s of mail order 
j h o u se- may not come about solely 
I because oi the 
farmer’s 
improved 
! buying power. Some farmers, who 
j never patronized mail order houses 
before, may have turned to them or. 
the theory that they could buy cheap­ 
er. False as it is, this theory 
lias 
lured many a farmer away from his 
home merchant, where he can always 
buy dependable goods at a lair price 
and where he can always return 
for 
re d re ss it the goods are not 
what 
they were represented to lie. 
Even though the experts for 193-1 
mav he over-emphasizing tin* 
im­ 
provement in the farming business, 
it may at least be said that tins im­ 
portant branch of the b u s i n e s s ot the 
country has not gone backwards. It 
is better than a year ago. 


And it will continue to improve 
if farmers generally will realize 
the 
importance of organization for their 
mutual benefit and oi co-operative 
marketing (»1 their 
products to the 
end that they may receive more for 
their labor and the pri'-e to the con­ 
sumer may he reduced.

There is a balance in this fund of

The talk that became general about 


the distressing condition-of the farm, 
ing business evidently had much to 
do'witli the. sudden letup in trade ac- 
tivity. Since the rural business man 
is the biggest of the lot, any direful 
reports about his ability to buy af- 
fects all business adversely. 


Although business analysists pro- 


fess to see an improvement in the 
agricultural situation, it has been so 
slight that farmers will have to have 
more substantial proof before- they 
will admit that they see light ahead. 


Supporting their claims that 
the 


farming business is better, 
trade 


specialists say that the 
farmers' 


buying power improved in 1923 be- 
cause of the improved condition of 
the manufacturers tof agricultural: 
implements and in the greatly in- 
creased sales of the large mail order 
houses. 


This is undoubtedly good evidence 


but it must be remembered that the 
increase in the receipts of mail order 
houses may not come about solely 
because of the farmer's 
improved 


buying power.. Some farmers, who 
never patronized mail order houses 
before, may have turned to them or, 
the theory that they could buy cheap- 
er. False as it is, this theory has 
lured many a farmer away from Ms 
home merchant, where he can always 
buy dependable goods at a fair price, 
and where lie can -always return for 
redress if the goods are not 
what 


they ivcre represented to lie. 


Even though the experts for 1924 


may be over-emphasizing the 
im- 


provement in the farming business, 
it may at least lie said that this im- 
portant branch of'the business of the 
rountryhas not gone backwards. It 
is better than a year ago. 


And it will continue to improve 


if farmers generally will realize the 
importance of organization for their 
mutual benefit and of co-operative 
narketing of their products to the 
end that they may receive more for 
their labor and the price to the con- 
umer may be reduced. 


The Fjorce of The Blow 


Final Treasury income tax figures 


for the calendar year 1921 reveal the 
force of the financial blow sustained 
by individuals and corporations ev- 
erywhere as a result of the deflation 
program begun in the last months of 
the Wilson administration. Income 
tax receipts in that year were $1,- 
120,962,438, a drop of about #1,250,- 
000,00(1 from 1020. There was also 
a reduction of 000,000 in the number 
of persons and firms filing returns. 
The' drop in the number of returns 
filed and in the amount of taxes paid 
extended to all classes, from 
those 


reporting incomes of $1,000 to those 
whose incomes exceeded $1,000,000.

The refere, orders time to 
be taken out, this being 
what is 


sometimes called an "official time- 
out." (Rule 11, Sec. 1 and 2) 


Ques.—May a team use its three 


time-out periods for any purpose ex- 
cept injuries? Ans.—Yes. It is not 
necessary to give a reason for re- 
questing time out. Teams often use 
a time-out period for the purpose 
of resting, which is entirely legal. 
(Rule 11, Sec. 2) 


Ques.—A player dribbles down the 


court, throws for goal while in the 
court, but his momentum carries him 
out of bounds. Is this legal? Ans.— 


Yes. 


Ques.—A personal foul has been 


committed upon Player A .and 
the 


refeiee has told A to attempt the free 
throw.. Player B, a teammate of A's 
takes the ball and intakes the

Ans.—No; ilnd 
A loses his chance to attempt a free 
throw. This is not covered in 
the 


rules Except under the general pow- 
er given the referee "to make decis- 
ions .on any points not specially cov- 
ered in the rules," that is, it is one 
of the situations in which the refer- 
ee uses common sense.
